Senate Hears One Story 
as Its Opposite Is Being 
‘Introduced in Conspir- 
acy Hearing. 


Washington, April 17.—(United 
News.)—The Harry. F. Sinclair con- 
spiracy trial and the senate Teapot 
Dome investigation crossed trails to- 
day. 

The high spot of the trial was the 
defense testimony that navy officers 
advised secrecy surrounding the Tea- 
pot Dome lease and insisted upon 
many features of the lease which is 
under attack. 

The senate committee heard from a 
son-in-law of Albert B. Fall a story 
which in some respects contradicted 
the Fall-Sinclair defense that the 
$235,000 Sinclair gave “all was pavy- 
ment for a third interest in the Fall 
ranch at Three Rivers, N. M. This 
may undermine the Sinelair trial de- 
fens<e, ’ ) 

This son-in-law, C. ©. Chase. of El 
Paso, Texns, testified that Fall prob- 
ably prepared an unsigned memoran- 
dum which was found mysteriously in 
the files of the senate Teapot Dome 
committee feur years ago. This 
memorandum described as a “joke” 
the idea that Fall was to start a hunt- 
ing lodge with Sinclair at Three Riv- 
ers, The memorandum apparently 
Was prepared after the original sen- 
ate Teapot Dome investigation ‘started 
and long after Sinclair paid Fall the 
$233,000 which it is now alleged by 
Fall and Sinclair was payment for a 
thied interest in the Fall ranch whi:': 
Sinclair wanted to use as a hunting 
elub. 

Never Sold to Sinclair. 

The memorandum was wri(ten ap- 
parently to head off the senate inves- 
tigation wich was then on the trail 
of Fall's mysteriously acquired wealth. 

“Mr. Fall, of course, never discussed 
his purchase or proposed purchase of 
this ranch property or any other prop- 
erty with Mr. Sinclair,”’ the memoran- 
dum said. “And it should be needless 
to say that he had not attempted and 
did not secure and has not secured 
from or through Mr. Sinclair any 
moneys upon this or any other ac- 
count.” 

The memorandum added that upon 
two or three occasions Sinclair had 
jokingly discussed the ranch as_ an 
ideal hunting lodge, but said that Sin- 
clair had never spent a dollar on it 
and had not used it. Chase said his 
father-in-law was the only man who 
knew enough cf the facts to write such 
a memorandum.

BISHOP DIGKEY 
~ TAKENBY DEATH 


Leader of Southern Meth- 
odist Church Passes in 
Louisville Hespital; Ill 
Several Weeks. 


Louisville, April 17.—()—Bishop 
James Edward Dickey, of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, South, died at 
a hospital here tonight, following an 
illness which extended through several 
weeks. 

At the time of his election to the 
bishopric at the general conference 
at Hot Springs, Ark., in 1922, friends 
called attention to the words of the 
sage of Concord, “All men are con- 
tent when a natura! bishop becomes 
a titular bishop.” 

He received 194 votes, 183 being 
necessary to a choice, and ranked sec- 
ond among the five bishops elected 
in point of ballots received. He be- 
came thirteenth in seniority, and in 
1927, through deaths of superiors, had 
risén to eleyenth. 

Bishop Taken Lill. 

Attending: the West Virginia con- 
ference at Huntington September 21, 
1927, he became ill early in the ses- 
sion and was taken to a hgaspital. 
Physicians were at first unable to 
agree whether he was suffering from 
ptomaine poisoning or appendictis. 
Bishop Darlington, whose home was 
in Huntington, took his place in the 


chair, and Bishop Candler was called 
from Atlanta to preside over the 
Louisville conference September 28. 

Not in the best of health at the 
opening of the conference, he began 
suffering considerably toward the close 
of the week, and his last address at 
a joint fraternal session of the north- 
ern and southern conferences was a 
severe tax on his strength. There- 
after he was confined to his room be- 
fore speculation began as to the neces- 
sity for an operation. 

He had been seriously ill for several 
weeks and a tew days ago underwent 
an operation at a hespital here. 

Bishop Dickey is survived by his 
widow. Mrs. Jessie Monroe Dickey; 
three daughters, Mrs. C. E. Boyd, Mrs. 
J. F. Carraker, Atlanta, afd Mrs. 
Henry H. Jones, Marietta, Ga., and a 
son, James EK. Dickey, Jr., of; Atlanta. 

Mrs. Dickey, his son and one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Boyd, with Dr. and Mrs. R. 
N. Allen, of St. Louis, friends of the 
family, were at his bedside when he 


died.

A “son of the parsonage” who suc- 
cessively became minister, college 
president and a bishop of the Meth- 
odist Episcepal church, South, James 
Edward Dickey was a staunch fun- 
damentalist and an anti-unification- 
ist. 

He was one of five southern bish- 
ops who in 1925 violently opposed 
the movement to unite the northern 
and southern organizations of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. On that 
occasion he lined up ‘with “Bishops 
Denny, Candler, Ainswirth and Dar- 
lingten.

Washington, April 17.—()—A per- 
sonal picture of the “terrific confu- 
sion” into which the department of 
agriculture’s downward price trend 
statement of September 15 last threw 
the New York Cotton exchange was 
drawn for the senate’s cotton slump 
investigating committee today by Sam- 
uel IT. Hubbard, Jr., president of the 
organization. 

Hubbard said the loss to growers 
and everybody else in the cotton trade 
resulting from the demoralization pre- 
cipitated by the statement was “enor- 
mous.” Except for that demoraliza- 
toin, he added, in his opinion, cotton 
would have sold up to 30 cents a 
pound. 

“I couldn't believe it,” he said, tell- 
ing of fis first word of the statement 
on reading a ticker announcemené on 
the exchange floor on the morning of 
September 15. 

Hubbard said he had been left “long 
on cotton” through a mistake'in his 
own office a day or two before, but 
was so confident that conditions point- 
ed to rising prices that he was not 
seriously worried and had planned to 
hold on. Demand from spinners had 
been exceptionally goud during the 
summer, ‘There were clear indications 
of a short cotten ¢rop and that whole 
swing’ ef cotton trade opinion was 
strongly “bullish,” Hubbard said. 

“"~“No Answer te Message. 

As prisident of the exchange Hub- 
bard was bombarded by requésts from 
members that he take action to get 
the government to withdraw or dis- 
avow the statement. 

About noon on the 15th he sent a 
message to Secretary Jardine asking 
if sueh a prediction had been made. 
No answer came in the exchange hours 
that followed and during the after- 
noon came a collapse of a cent a 
pound. 

At 8:30 p. m., of that day, Hubbard 
telegraphed the secretary a_ second 
time, pleading for an answer in the 
name .of “the whole cotton world.”

GUCA-COLA STOCK 
INBLOGK OPPOSED 


Lindsey Hopkins Declares 
Shareholders Should Fix 
Upset Price, If They De- 
sire To Sell. 


The steady upward drive of Coca- 
Cola shares on the New York Stock 
exchange in the last two weeks, dur- 
ing which time the stock reached new 
record highs almost daily, climbing to 
$165 Tuesday, was followed in At- 
lanta yesterday -with publication of a 
letter signed by a number of direc- 
tors of the Coca-Cola company, and 
associates, asking shareholders of 
stock in the Coca-Cola International 
corporation to join in offering stock 
in the corporation for sale in a 
block. 

Immediately following this letter, 
Lindsey Hopkins, prominent Atlanta 
banker and a member of the firm of 
Danforth & Marshall, New York 
Stock exchange members, made a 
statement in which, after expressing 
the opinion that Coca-Cola is the 
best purchase on the market, he said 
that he knew enough of the stock- 
holders “to realize that they neither 
need nor desire an executor to ad- 
minister their estates or sell their 
stock at a blind price as long as 
they live and can think for them- 
selves,” 

He continued, however, by advis- 
ing that “if any of the stockholders 
desire to part with their investments 
let them couple their power of attor- 
ney with an upset price or with the 
conviction that the-«stock shall be 
sold to the highest bidder.” .. 

Deflation Move Charged. 

Mr. Hopkins stated “I was amazed 
when [I read the sighed statement 
of Mr. Ernest Woodruff, -director 
and member of the executive com- 
mittee of the Coca-Cola company, 
and his associates.””’ He further 
stated: “Recently, being convinced 
by developments that a movement 
was proceeding, from the inside, to 
deflate the stock, I requested a list 
of the names and addresses of the 
stockholders in order that I might 
communicate to them certain infor- 
mation demonstrating the actual and 
prospectiye value of Coca-Cola stock. 
My request was refused by officers 
of the company.” 

The request contained in the letter 
to stockholders, asking consent to 
the block sale, stated that the pur- 
poses for Which the holding company 
was created have heen achieved and 
that the market now was favorable 
for sale of the stoek. Each share of 
International stock equals two shares 
of the Coca-Cola company’s stock. 

“In the event a sale is effected,” 
the letter said, “everyone will - re- 
ceive the same price, which will be 
substantially more than twice the 
then market price of the Coca-Cola 
company stock,”

Flight From Canada to 
Greenely Island Equal 
to Exploit in Crossing 
Atlantic Ocean. 


Friday Night, April 13.—The bare 
news of the landing of the German 
trans-Atlantic plane Bremen thrilled 
the waiting world. “Doc” Cuisinier, 
Canadian ace; C. A. (“Duke”) Schill- 
er, the noted flier, and Aime Thib- 
qult, mechanic, set out Saturday noon 
in a monoplane equipped with skis 
to bring first aid to the stranded 
heroes of the first westward air- 
olane flight over the Atlantic. Schill- 
er reached Greenely island Sundav 
evening, through fearful weather. 
He left Cuisinier with Von Huene- 
feld and Captain Kohl, took Com- 
mandant Fitzmaurice as passenger 
and hopped off for Murray Bay 
Monday. He reached Natashquan, 
almost midway between Greenely 
island and Murray Bay Monday night. 
Held by bad weather, he remained 
the night and took off today.

The ultra-Jeffersonianism of several 
of the salient paragraphs of the pres- 
ident’s address astonishes the most 
prominent men and women of beth 
parties now here and who have been 
induced te comment upon the speech. 

A noted republican congressman 
said to the writer: “I heard the ad- 
dress over the radio and if I had 
not known certainly who was speak- 
ing, I should have thought it was 
Senator Walter George or Governor 
Ritchie dictating the platform for the 
Houston convention.” 

Peculiar interest centers upon the 
president’s reference to the extent that 
the country tends to depart from the 
ideals of local self-government, and 
especially to his statement that 
“through regulations and commissions 
we have given the most arbitrary au- 
thority over our actions and our prop- 
erty into the hands of a few men.

They told us of fight- 
ing wind, getting into a storm off 
the coast, getting off their course 
and then landing on Greenely, which 
from the air. they first mistook for 
a ship in Belle Isle. 

The fliers,were much more inter- 
ested in what was going to happen 
next than what had happened. We 
discussed ways and means. Seeing 
that the Bremen couldn't get off in 
the snow, or at least, the chances 
were all against it, we hegan to 
wonder whether it wouldn’t be bet- 
ter to leave her there and take her 
crew back with us to Murray Bay 
and Quebec, where they could get 
some sleep and some civilized food. 


The bleak surroundings and _ sleet- 
filled winds, their gruelling experi- 
ence in fighting weather coming 
across the Atlantic and the atmos- 
phere of Greenely island, which cer- 
tainly is no summer resort, had tired 
them and depressed their spirits. I 
thought that a few days’ rest would 
fix them up-better than anything and 
said so. Doc was of the same opin- 
ion, 

Remain With Bremen, 

Captain Koehl and the baron 
wouldn't hear to leaving the Bremen. 
Fitzmaurice wasn't any. keener to 
leave the ship than they were. He 
figured though -that some one had 
better get out where he could get the 
parts necessary to repair the plane 
and equip her to get off the snow. 
So he decided to come back with us. 

Doc Cuisinier decided to stay with 
the German fliers and wait for us to 
return with skis and everything needed 
to fix the Bremen to continue her 
flight to New York. 

“We are glad that we landed in 
Canada,” the fliers told us on Sunday 
evening when we were discussing the 
flight. “We have received, too, the 
utmost assistance and hospitality from 
all the Canadians we have come 
across. The government, too, has done 
everything possible to help us.” 


As a reporter, you may think I’m 
a good flier. I questioned Captain 
Koehl, the baron, and Fitzmaurice 
about the flight. Bunt they weren't 
very profuse with details of their ex- 
periences. All are under contract and 
Captain Koehl speaks no English. 

Story of Flight. 

Their story of the flight was like 
this: The first part of it went along 
splendidly. 


They bumped into the usual storm 
when they were approaching the coast 
of Newfoundland and were bumped 
and buffeted about some, but they 
were through that. Then they ran 
into sqmething worse, which was fog. 
and they got alittle confused and 
turned off their course somewhat. 


“On the whole, though, it was a very 
good trip,”’ Fitzmaurice said. He had 
apparently pretty well forgotten 
anxious hours they spent Friday won- 
dering where on earth they had got 
to, and how soon their fuel supply 
was going to run out. 


The idea is now that we will fly 
as soon as possible with skis and 
landing gear and repairs for the shaft 
and get the Bremen some way to 
Murray bay, where we can change 
back to wheels and give them a start

Reach Barren Rock. 


We finally did reach that narrow 
ribbon of barren rock in Belle Isle 
with the pond down in the middle of 
it and the big lighthouse sticking up 
as a landmark, but it was-the most 
desperate effort I can look back on 
in ten years with joystick, and that 
doesn't exclude the time last fall when 
Eddie Stinson and I were blinded with 
snow and forced down at Billings, 
Mont., after wandering all over the 
Rockies’ peaks. 

Flving to Greenely Island to meet 
the Germans and Commandant Fitz- 
maurice, we encountered enough dirty 
weather to sink a liner. All Friday 
night we had worked on the plane, and 
all Saturday we bucked a mean combi- 
nation of the elements that I don’t 
think any place but the north shore of 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence knows any- 
thing about. We -spent almost as 
much time chasing altitude and losing 
it, trying to get above or under or 
around it as we did making mileage. 
We thought for a time it had licked 
us. We had to stay down at Seven 
Islands Saturday night, but at four 
Sunday morning we were up again for 
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hyndred miles in One hop. 
Had Another 

The night Before we had installed 
another fuel tank that we figured 
would take care of our suppy there 
and back. Rain, snow, ice, fog and 
a high gale were some of the va- 
rieties dished up to us. The first hop 
from Murray hadn't been so bad, be- 
cause Doe Cuisinier was at one of 
the controls, and the doctor already 
had 30 trips between Murray Bay 
and Sexen Islands to his credit,, fly- 
ing mail. He could do it with his 
eyes shut and turned upside, 1 be- 
lieve. 

We had plenty of incentive, at that, 
The thoughts of these lads having con- 
quered an ocean and then having the 
tough luck to land in a Eskimo’s front 
yard was something to drive us on- 
ward, through all kinds of weather. 
Instead of welcoming crowds that 
Lindbergh and Chamberlain lit into, 
these boys found hardly anyone but 
sea gulls and heard that they were 
in a place so remote that it took the 
lighthouse keeper months to get up 
there. 


Another thing was the knowledge 
that another plane of our company 
had been snapped up by newspaper 
and camera men and would give us a 
race to the island. We knew we 
had the only aeroplane in that country 
with a ghost of a chance of getting up 
to Greenely. 

The news and the photos weren't 
bothering me much—not at that time. 
I did not learn that 1 had been ap- 
pointed reporter extraordinary until I 
came ‘down at Seven Islands. 

Secure First Stay. 

Then I learned that the president 
ef the company—Canadians Trans- 
Continental Airways, had agreed that 
I secure for The Constitution and the 
North American Newspaper Albhance | 
the first exclusive story of the Bre- 
men’s flight and arrival in Canada. 
Well, as I said before, we got up at 
4 o'clock Sunday morning determined 
that another 24 hours wouldn't pass 
until we got through. We were going 
to bore through or drive through or 
whatever else was necessary. 

Even at that, the weather that 
greeted us when we started puttering 
around the plane at Seven Islands 
was nearly impossible.. A northeast 
gale was raging and there was thick 
snow in the air, with a falling tem- 
perature. The sort of day when one 
of those round cast-iron heaters in a 
log shanty looks like heaven. 

But I was set on trying it. and 
“Doc” Cuisinier and our mechanic, 
Thibault, was too. The first IJull 
that came along we started up the 
propeller and made a pretty fair take- 
off in the teeth of the gale. 

Plane Acts Nicely. 

The first few miles weren't so bad 
or they didn’t seem so bad, but in- 
stead of lifting the fog and the snow 
got thicker and more dangerous. We 
were flying above the land, of course, 
but it was all hills and trees, and if 
we had*once gone down we should 
have stuck for good. 

We had the plane, 
Fairchild, built especially for that 
winter air mail service with great 
speed and wonderful lifting power, 
and she sure gave us splendid service, 
We were proud of the way she plow- 
ed through that snow and fog. 

The bank of fog kept getting down 
lower and lower. We brought our 
plane right over the tree tops, but 
that was dangerous. The moment she 
poke? her nose up again we were in 
this bewildering maze of flying snow 
and vapor. So at last, much as we 
hated to do it, Doce and I decided we 
had better come down and wait for 
it to clear. 

Land for Fuel. 

We kept our bearings pretty well 
and caleulated we were still miles 
from Natashquan. We made a clean | 
landing on a leng narrow frozen lake 
with deep snow on it. Then we sat 
down and groused about the weather 
and waited for the fog to lift. Funny 
way to spend a Sunday noontide up 
there in that lonely country. We were 
eager to get going again, too. 

As soon as we could see a few feet 
above the trees again we took off 
for Natashquan. We hadn't meant 
to come down there but we knew 
we could get gas, and that northeast 
gale was eating it up so fast we were 
afraid we wouldn't have enough to 
reach Greenely and -take us back 
again to a gas station. 

It was still blowing a regular gale 
when we came down here and the 
day was wearing on, but we just 
stopped long enough to fill up the 
tanks and took off again in the storm. 

We figured it couldn’t get much 
worse, and having worked that close 
through the dirty weather we wanted 
to reach those fliers some time he- 
fore dark. We decided to go on, and 
then if it got too dark or if we 
missed t'> island, we could come 
down on the ice somewhere or on a 
strip of beach and hop off again 
as soon as it was light Monday. 

I ‘Ques luck was with us. Anyway, 
we kept plugging through and just 
before it got too dark to know much 
about where we were going we caught 
sight.of the island, just off the coast 
line and dived for it. The fliers, as 
already remarked, were falling over 
each other in their joy, but they 
hadn’t much on us at that.

Indictment in Death 
From Poisoned Milk 
Is Upheld by Court 


Anyone selling milk that brings 
death to a consumer, after the product 
has been condemned by city health of- 
ficals, can be indicted for voluntary 
manslaughter, the state supreme court 
ruled in a decision rendered Monday, 
M. Leontas, a Savannah dairyman, 
was thus indicted in Chatham county 
in February, 1926, after the grand 
jury had found that Arling Tootle had 
died of poisoning after drinking milk 
from Leontas’ dairy which previously 
had been condemned by Savannah 
health authorities acting under a city 
ordinance. 

The case came into Chatham su- 
perior court when, after Leontas had 
returned to Greece, forfeiting bail, his 
hondsman brought suit attacking the 
validity of the indictment. It was 
contended that the *citv ordinance 
regulating the sale of milk was un- 
constitutional. 

The court, however, made absolute 
the order forfeiting the bond, holding 
the erdinance valid. The supreme 
court upheld this decision.

Augusta, Ga.,-April 17.—(4)—Bank 
robberies in this country have been 
more numerous in recent months. than 
at any other time in several. years, 
the executive council of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ association was told 
here today by James E. Baum, man- 
ager of the organization’ protective 


department. 
“The six months ending February 


©9 witnessed a greater uprising in 
bank robbery than our membership 


has suffered in recent years,” he said. 
“Although night burglaries durins 
that period show an increase of only 
two more attacks than the 16 report- 
ed last year, there were 98 daylight 
holdups, which more than doubles 
those reported a year ago against 
member banks. 

“This fresh outbreak in the most 
dangerous form of robbery is not only 
without® precedent in its sudden in- 
crease, it also matches the record for 
the first uvalf of 1024, the peak year 
of bank banditry. 

“Also it meang that in six months 
bankers have lost virtually all the 
ground gained against banditry in the 
three preceding years, and unless they 
display greater and more effective 
resistance during the next six months, 
when the weather will make every 
road an open road for bandits, it may 
furnish a spectacle unequalled in the 
history of banking—an average of 
— than one robbery every business 
day.” 

Responsibility for the - condition, 
the speaker said, lies largely at the 
door of bank officinis. who in many 
cases have offered little, if any, re 
sistance to bandits, placing “a com- 
plete reliance for protection upon in- 
demnity of financial loss through in- 
Surance, with little or no use of ef- 
fective means for crime prevention.” 

As remedies, the speaker urged 
greater vigilance by bank officials. 
modern alarm systems, efficient police 
power, and more stringent criminal 
laws and court rules,

Mexican Towns 


Ruined by Shock 


Mexico Citv, April 17.—-(4)—Press 
dispatches today said several towns 
in the state of Oaxaca were believed 
to have been destroyed in the earth- 
quake which rocked southern Mexico 
last night. No casualties were re- 
ported. 

Many buildings collapsed in Oaxaca 
City and others were so severely 
shaken that their collapse was threat- 
ened. Most of the buildings in Pino- 
tepa and Textepec were damaged. A 
sound like a connon shot was heard 
from a nearby hill at Textepec before 
the earthquake. 

The shocks were strong at Vera 
Cruz and buildings all over the city 
rocked.

I recall a certain game he was 

working for Boston against Cleveland. 
He had then been pitching eighteen 
seasons. Cleveland had eight .3U00 
hitters facing Young, the list embrac- 
ing Lajoie, Flick, Bradley, Bay, Nig 
Clarke, Rossman, Turner and others 
who dallied between 320 and .400. 
In that game Boston was leading 
to 1. ‘There were two out and 
Cleveland had runners on second and 
third, with Lajoie up. Here was the 
chance to pass Larry—after the mod- 
ern method—and take a chance on the 
next one up. But that didn’t hap- 
pen to be Cy’s method. He struck 
Lajoie out on four pitched balls. And 
the third strike was a fast curve 
that cut the corner of the plate. That 
was Cy. 

If Mathewson, Johnson, Alexander, 
Walsh and the others were unable to 
come within sixty or a hundred games 
of Young, the chance any new arrival! 
has to break his record is much more 
remote than either pole or a cross 
section of the moon. 

Young worked in over 800 big league 
ball games. Some one must pitch 
forty games a year for over twenty 
years to equal that mark. You don't 
need any pad and pencil to figure 
the chance any modern pitcher has 
of grinding out this much work. 
Either the game has changed or pitch- 
ing arms have. Young was effective 
against such hitters as Lajoie, Dele- 
hanty, Rurkett, Anson, Jimmy Col- 
lins, etc.. who were never known as 
cross-eyed set-ups. 

They say that all old-time records 
are to be wiped out. Well, let some 
one take good aim and _ shoot at 
Young's record of 508 big league vic- 
tories. That's something to be wiped 
out if any soupbones. happen to feel 
in the mood. 

“How do you rank Wilber (Fat) 
Henry, of W. and J., among the 
tackies of football?” asks a reader. 

Who can think of anv better one? 

He weighed around 220, was about 
as fast as a halfback and had more 
rubber in his system than a grove of 
rubber trees. 

Henry may not be the best tackle 
that ever played, but who can name 
a better one? He was big, fast, ag- 
gressive, alert, on the job and high 
up mechani¢ally. 

Nearer the louder centers of pub- 
licity he would be one of the game’s 
greatest figures. 

There was no better, anywhere or 
at any time. 

Those who are worried about the 
use of the closed stance or tthe open

1. The closed stance has the left 
foot further forward. 

2. The open stance has the right 
foot advanced. 

If one has a tendency to slice it 
is better to try out the closed stance:

‘Palestine is rooted in the past of 
the Jewish people,” Judge Lewis stat- 
ed. “Take Palestine out of the his- 
tory of the Jews and what is left? 
In this small land every phase of 
the Jewish religion has its fonnda- 
tion. Judaism, the religion, is mean- 
ingless without that portion which 
had its origin in Palestine.” 

The distinguished leader of Ameri- 
can Jewry and active head of the na- 
tional drive to raise $7,500,000 this 
year for further developments in the 
Holy Land, recounted the great work 
that the various organizations par- 
ticipating in the U. P. A. funds, for 
which a single drive is now being 
made, are accomplishing. “On Mount 
Scopus, where Titus, the Roman con- 
queror of Palestine, pitched his tent 
and once proclaimed the end of Juda- 
ism, we now see the incipient ren- 
aissance of Judaism in the form of 
the growing Hebrew university,” the 
jurist remarked.
